Honorable  People: 

Radio  has  interested  me  for  the  last  few  years  and  as  I  have  constructed 
one  honoral)le  ixjwerful  set  I  have  listened  in  muchly  to  America's  broadcast- 
ing. I  live  far  away  in  Japan  and  every  nii^dit  listen  to  the  broadcasting  of  the 
Honorable  Station  G.  S.  N.  S.  in  Honorable  Jersey.  The  first  time  I  picked  this 
station  U])  was  on  March  17,  1924.  I  heard  that  there  had  l)een  such  a  station 
previous  to  this  date  but  until  then  had  been  slumbering.  I  enclose  Honorable 
lists  of  my  listening-ins.  Some  of  the  broadcasting  T  did  not  get  (luite  plain  due 
to  static.    Honorable  list  follows : 

Station  G.  S.  N.  S.  broadcasting  special  meeting  of  Junior  B  Class,  Miss 
McClure  temporarily  at'  the  "Mike."  I  distinctlv  heard  that  there  was  some  sort 
of  election.    I  did  not  quite  understand  what  was  meant  when  I  heard:

I  sincerely  hope  this  was  not  a  revolution  in  the  Honorable  U.  S. 

The  next  time  I  ])icked  up  this  so  very  Honorable  station  I  heard :  Miss  Mc- 
Clure had  been  elected  to  preside  permanently  at  the  "Mike."  There  was  a  loud 
noise  which  I  interpreted  as  being  the  adopting  of  a  parliamentary  constitution. 

Miss  Hercknershii)  sjxjke  on  school  activities.  Miss  McClure  appointed  special 
Honorables  :  for  special  dedication  afifair  at  which  visitors  were  to  attend.  I  am 
sorry  I  could  not  be  there — too  long  an  Honorable  walk.  Miss  Olive  Chew  signed 
oflf  at  eight  o'clock  (Time  of  the  Eastern  Hemisphere)  and  I  heard  the  Honorable 
station  no  more  until  May  L  1924,  Miss  McClure  at  the  "Mike." 


A  squaljl)le  intended  lOr  minute  reading,  any  old  or  new  l)usiness,  and  then 
came  plainly  the  announcement  that  there  would  he  dues,  lla-ha — due.s !  I 
knew  there  would  he  a  catch  in  it  somewhere.  They  were  to  he  paid  the  first 
Thursday  in  the  month.    I  have  decided  to  leave  the  set  idle  for  that  day. 

Playing  with  my  set  on  May  2'5,  1924,  I  suddenlv  heard:  "This  is  station 
G.  S.  N.  S.,  Aliss  McClure  at  the  'Mike.'  This  is  a  special  meeting."  There 
followed  the  usual  disturhance  of  minutes  and  old-new  matter.  Then  I  pricked 
my  ears,  for  1  heard  plainly  that  there  would  be  a  doggie  roast.  This  1  greatly 
enjoyed  listening  to.  Ha!  the  freedom  of  the  Honorable  States,  to  roast  doggies 
when  they  pleased.  I  learned  the  date  they  picked  for  cooking  this  Honorable 
dog  was  June  6,  1924.  I  discovered  also  on  this  date  that  they  had  among  their 
nimiber  a  "Sherlock  Holmes,"  a  Miss  Newman ;  she  was  to  find  the  cost  of  the 
affair.  I  have  sent  her  name  to  Conan  Doyle ;  perhaps  he  will  hire  her  to  find 
the  "Lost  World."  I  heard  a  man  was  elected  to  find  the  wood,  a  Mr.  Albert- 
son.    Amid  much  static  I  lost  the  valuable  station. 

After  an  interval  of  several  months  I  again  heard  the  familiar  sound  of  Miss 
McClure  broadcasting  the  affairs  of  station  G.  S.  N.  S.  They  were  at  their  old 
stunts  of  electing.    How  they  did  seem  to  enjoy  electing!    This  time  it  was:

Again  on  the  Honorab'e  30th  of  January,  l')25.  1  picked  up  the  news  that 
there  was  $36.25  in  the  treasury.  IMore  squal)ble  about  business,  which  ended 
in  giving  the  Juniors  a  party. 

Amid  vast  disturbances  of  the  elements  I  heard  on  February  5,  1925,  that 
mere  was  being  held  another  election  at  station  G.  S.  N.  S.  This  time  the  officers 
were :

This  time  there  was  reported  $40.45  in  the  treasury.  Enough  almost  to 
finance  another  war.  Another  party  wa.s  talked  about.  The  date  of  Friday,  1 3th 
(wow).,  was  set.  The  celebration  being  Mr.  St.  Valentine's  birthday.  I  decided 
that  Mr.  St.  Valentine  must  be  the  Principal  to  have  a  party  in  his  honor. 
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Tuning  my  dial  on  American  stations  on  May  7,  I  heard  again  station  G.  S. 
N.  S.  broadcastins^.  There  was  some  discussion  about  an  Honorable  Prom ;  not 
knowing  what  or  who  she  was  I  tuned  Honorable  station  out.  Out  of  the  air 
one  evening  came  the  tones  of  Miss  McClure,  "official  announcer"  of  station 
G.  S.  N.  S.,  saying  that  there  was  to  be  another  election.  Officers:

For  some  time  mv  set  was  out  of  commission  owing  to  slight  quakes  of  Hon- 
orable Earth  hereby.  The  next  time  I  ])ickecl  up  Honorable  G.~  S.  N.  S.  was 
on  November  24,  1925.  to  hear  a  reo  Mt  of  an  Honorable  Commencement  Com- 
mittee. A  report  by  Miss  Ashmore  about  time,  place  and  subje  "t  of  pupils'  Hon- 
orable Graduation.  The  date  set  for  Commencement  was  March  17,  1926.  A 
letter  was  sent  to  the  Juniors  asking  them  to  decorate.  Miss  T.  Newman,  Hon- 
(iral)le,  signed  off. 

I  again  heard  them  on  March  12,  1926;  they  were  being  entertained  by  the 
Principal.  Dr.  J.  J.  Savitz,  at  a  week-end  partv  given  in  the  dorm,  and  what  a 
glorious  time  thev  were  having!  Among  the  beauties  of  the  place  they  were 
shown  the  white  sister  standing  in  the  hall.  It  was  said  she  sometimes  talked. 
But  would  you  believe  it  ?    She  not  only  talked  but  walked  that  ni,i;ht  ! 

I  regret  H()noral)le  much  to  say  that  since  that  date  I  have  heard  nothing 
from  this  Honorable  station.  I  liecame  greatly  worried  until  I  read  in  the  papers 
that  this  class  had  said  their  adieus  to  broadcasting  from  station  G.  S.  N.  S. 
I  hope  to  listen  in  on  future  broadcasting  from  Honoral)le  station  and  hope  they 
conduct  their  broadcastings  as  like  fireworks  as  did  the  March  Class.  The  re- 
port has  come  over  the  air  that  this  l)unch  was  full  of  "pep" — I  heard  no  men- 
tion of  salt — and  that  they  had  for  the  Honorable  Principal  one  great  and  big 
affection.  Thev  buried  deep  in  their  hearts  some  large-sized  thoughts  of  faculty 
and  school,  maybe  to  bring  out  same  at  future  feasts.

All  aboard  for  the  dirit;ihle  "(;.  S.  N.  S.  Class  of  1926!"  A  crew  of  199 
students  took  their  ])laces  aboard  the  famous  dirigible.  This  was  the  beginning 
of  a  two-year  cruise  in  the  air  of  the  Glassboro  State  Normal  School. 

Our  first  discovery  was'  the  institute  of  our  dreams,  towering  above  the  vast 
green  campus,  which  was  surrounded  by  tall,  statelv  oaks.  Shall  we  enter  the 
labyrinth  of  pas.sages  and  halls?  Yes,  it  was  a  long  cruise  and  definite  discoveries 
had  to  be  made. 

Within  were  many  strange  and  bewildered  faces.  Were  they  reading  Chinese 
I)uzzles?  No.  it  was  only  a  typewritten  sheet  from  which  the  passengers  were 
'.old  to  decipher  a  schedule  for  a  term.

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After  becoming;-  acquainted  with  the  various  members  of  our  company,  our 
officials  informed  us  that  it  was  necessary  tliat  we  have  certain  equipment  for  our 
voyage.

What  did  this  mean?  It  was  indeed  hard  to  l)elieve  and  only  the  return  to 
G.  S.  N.  S.  convinced  us  of  the  truth.    How  grieved  we  were  to  see  the  charred 


walls  and  how  disappointed  that  the  Carol  Services  wonld  not  be  held!  Due 
to  this  fact,  G.  S.  N.  S.  was  robbed  of  many  events  this  year  because  of  this 
sad  condition. 

Being  traditional  "ui^per-dcckers"  the  work  of  the  year  book  was  our  own. 
But,  oh!  What  a  ciiange  of  interest!  No  longer  a  sigh,  "Everxthing  for  that  old 
year  book,"  but  instead  a  cheery  request,  "Won't  you  help  our  year  book?" 

The  upper-deckers  each  had  taken  two  trips  in  the  plane  "Practice  Teaching" 
and  came  back  with  the  grand  feeling  of  being  experienced  school  "MAR MS!" 

The  dirigible  had  now  reached  the  peak  of  its  journey — Commencement! 
That  old  familiar  word,  but  ours  a  different  interpretation. 

Even  in  its  time-w(jrn  celel)rations  it  was  different.  \\'ill  we  ever  forget  that 
eventful  week,  the  ])rom,  the  banciuet,  the  picnic  and  the  baccalaureate  services 
and  connnencement. 

Many  tearful  i)artings  of  friendships  made  in  the  two  years'  cruise.  The 
leaving  of  manv  friends,  whom  we  shall  probably  never  see  again,  some  whom 
we  might  occasionallv  meet  and  others  of  which  we  shall  oniv  hear  through  their 
deeds  and,  well,  perhaps,  who  knows,  maybe  through  their  illustrious  husljands. 
But.  hf/wever,  it  mav  be,  here  will  always  be  one  tie  that  binds — Glassboru  State 
Normal  School,  our  Alma  Mater.

Basketball 


This  year's  basketball  season  lias  lieen  a  red-letter  year  in  that  sport  at 
Glassboro  Normal  School.  Six  games  were  scheduled  to  be  played  on  the  home 
floor.  Of  these  six  Glassboro  won  five,  the  final  number  of  points  scored  by 
Normal  was  174,  that  of  their  opponents  104. 

On  January  15,  1926,  our  basketball  team  opened  its  season  with  a  victory 
over  Philadelphia  College  of  Osteopathy  by  a  score  of  39-7.  There  was  no  one 
member  of  the  team  who  could  be  cited  for  brilliant  playing,  for  all  of  them 
worked  together  like  a  well-oiled  machine.  The  general  performance  of  the  team 
gave  every  indication  of  a  very  successful  season. 

The  second  game  of  the  schedule  was  with  Haddon  Heights  High  School,  a 
team  that  resembled  a  whirlwind  for  speed  and  accuracy.  This  was  a  hard  fought 
game.  The  score  mounted  point  by  point,  neither  team  maintaining  the  lead  for 
a  long  period  of  time.  The  sidelines  were  held  in  a  fever  of  excitement  during 
the  last  few  minutes  of  the  game.  But  when  the  final  whistle  was  blown  we 
found  that  we  had  lost  the  game  by  a  single  point.  The  score  was  21-22.  Edith 
Black  had  piled  up  most  of  the  points,  ably  assisted  by  her  running  mate,  Kathe- 
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Victory  was  very  stimulating  to  the  team  and  to  the  entire  student  hody  when 
our  team  defeated  George  School  on  January  26.  Last  year  on  their  own  floor 
this  team  vancjuished  our  girls  l)y  a  large  score.  Although  a  close  game,  Normal 
was  aljle  to  carry  off  honors  with  the  resulting  score  of  28-25.  Myra  Brown, 
who  played  at  the  tap-off  position,  and  her  partner,  Grace  Wood,  were  two  rea- 
sons for  a  victorious  game.  Our  players  took  the  lead  early  in  the  game  and 
never  permitted  their  opponents  to  pass  them,  \\  hen  the  visitors  threatened  to 
take  the  lead  one  or  the  other  of  our  forwards  managed  tn  score  an  additional 
basket. 

Our  next  triumph  was  over  the  Pitman  High  School  team,  which  ranks  high 
in  South  Jersey  Ijaskethall  circles,  "i'he  guards,  Cleora  Teffeau  and  Ethel  Filer, 
were  at  their  best  form  and  they  gave  a  sj^lendid  demonstration  of  defensive  play- 
ing. This  victory  must  be  partlv  credited  to  the  wonderful  spirit  manifested  by 
the  school-cheering  section,  which  was  led  by  Theresa  Rogustka.  The  score  was 
27-20. 

On  Februarv  9  the  team  continued  its  winning  streak  by  defeating  Bridge- 
ton  High  School  to  the  score  of  34-10.  The  lead  gained  by  our  team  was  held 
throughout  the  entire  game.  Although  the  usual  snappy  passing  and  clever  team- 
work characteristic  of  this  year's  team  was  displayed,  the  game  was  not  as  in- 
teresting as  previous  ones.
